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NEW YORK (P-O)—A New 
York Yeshiva found out the hard 
way, that the devil finds work 
for idle hands to do.

The arson attempts were made 
at the Chofetz Chaim Yeshiva, 
Rabbinical Seminary of America, 
at 92-15 69th Ave., Forest Hills, 
Queens. 

The “story with an unhappy 
ending” began when a number 
of Yeshiva students were sent to 
Havana some time ago to solicit 











funds for the Yeshiva. Paster- 
nack attached himself to the 
group and showed sufficient co- 
operation so that the students 
persuaded the Yeshiva to send 
the Cuban youth the necessary 
papers to enable him to come 
and study at the seminary. 

He had only béen interviewed 
when Rabbi Abraham Ginsburg, 
assistant dean, was forced to the 
gad conclusion that the youth 
was an unacceptable student. 
The school obtained accommo- 
dations for him in the vicinity 
of the Yeshiva and also located 
a number of jobs for him, He 
rarely kept them for more than 
a week. 


Several months after he ar- 
rived in the country, he suffered 
a nervous breakdown and was 
confined for a period in Kings 
County Hospital. He was re- 
leased short while ago. Not 
long after his release, the fires 
began at the seminary.

NBC is planning a half hour pre- 
trial telecast on April 9. All three 
net works will run daily high- 
lights on their news shows with 
special programs in the evening, 

Some of the top network come 
mentators expected to report 
from Israel are Walter Cronkite, 
Martin Agronsky, Irving R. Les 
vine, Herb Caplow and Quincy 
Howe. 

Donald Pels, treasurer of thé 
Capital Cities Broadcasting Co, 
indicated that the agreements 
with the networks are just about 
at the signing stage. He denied 
reports that Capital Cities Broad- 
casting was seeking exorbitant 
prices 

He criticized one network for 
‘taking its case to the press” and 
charging in the newspapers that 
the telecasting outfit was put- 
ting too high a price tag on us 
services.

West Germany con 
tributes large sums, in one way 
or another, to the Israeli ecor- 
omy and helps not only te build 
industrial and economic strength 
in that country but also to fi- 
nance the armed power with 
which Israel will face Nasser if 
the Arab dictator launches his 
threatened aggression. 

But does Nasser snarl] at Bonn, 


“Get out of Cairo. We'll have no 
truck with you?” 

Not much he doesn’t. And why 
not? Because Nasser is doing 
a lucrative business with the 


West Germans and German 
firms are taking an active part 
in the development of Arab ir- 
dustries and utilities. Since 1952, 
German companies have supplied 
mechanical and technical equip- 
ment for four of the six water 
filter stations on the Nile. The 
expansion of the Cairo-Nortr, 
Port Said and Kafre-Dawr power 
stations has been executed by 
German firms. 

The Cairo-Helwan railway elec- 
trification system has been pro- 
vided by a German company. 
Other German contributions to 
Egypt’s communications systems 
include the new University 
Bridge in Cairo and the Sohag- 
Ahkamin bridge, the longest in 
the country. 

A Dusseldorf firm constructed

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B’nai B’rith Torn by Disputes 
After ‘Hoax’ Note From ‘Negro’

JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (P-O) — A 
poax perpetrated to stimulate a 
giscussion on race issues at a 
meeting of the B’nai B’rith Lodge 
ere backfired to the extent 
of causing Sharp animosities 
among members, talk of wide- 
scale resignations and consider- 
able turmoil throughout this 
western Pennsylvania city’s Jew- 
ish community.. 

The hoax consisted of a letter 
written supPosedly by a Negro 
who was “coming” to Johnstown 
to accept an engineering posi- 
tion, had converted to Judaism 
and wanted to become a mem- 
per of B'nai B'rith. 

Two members of the lodge — 
Attorney Harold Kaminsky and 
Nat D. Needle, president of a 
jocal synagogue’s Brotherhood 


had been primed in advance to 


speak “against” the membership 
petition on the grounds that “the 
local Jewish community now has 
enough problems without adding 
a race problem.” 

Their remarks evoked impas- 
sioned addresses from other 
members about “minorities 
standing up for other minorities” 
and statements to the effect that 
the entire purpose of B’nai B'rith 
would be defeated by denying any 
Jew membership. 

When the discussion between 
the pros and the cons became so 
heated and bitter that those “in- 
the-know” feared serious conse- 
quences, Isadore Suchman, a 
lodge leader, arose and identified 
himself as the “Philadelphia Neg- 
ro, George Montgomery” who had 
sent the letter. 

Actually, it had been part of 
the plans for the chairman not 
to call on any of the “anti” speak 
ers except for the “plants.” It 
was reasoned that if things gut 
too hot and personalities were 
brought in the whole story would 
be told. 

This revelation evoked emo- 
tions ranging from stunned dis- 
belief to flaming outrage. Dur- 
ing the next three or four days, 
the furor swept the Jewish com- 
munity. The two local rabbis — 
Dr. Nathan Kollin of Rodef Sho- 
lom Synagogue (Conservative) 
and Dr. Leo J. Stillpass of Beth 
Zion Temple (Reform) — were 
besieged by telephone calls. 

There were rumors that many 
Members, angered by the hoax, 


threatened to resign. Only one, 
however, actually quit. Lodge of- 
ficers were subjected to tirades 
of bitter abuse and castigatior 

News of the letter percolated 
through the Jewish community 
prior to the meeting. No action 
was taken, however, until the 
Sunday before the Tuesday meet- 
ing which was scheduled for the 
Rodef Sholom Synagogue. On 
Sunday, the matter was consid- 
ered by the Johnstown Jewish 
Community Council. 

With the authorization of those 
committee members present, At- 
torney Maurice Shadden, Comu- 
nity Council president,  tele- 
phoned B’nai B'rith president 
Elmer Match and told him that 
lodge members were forbidden 
to discuss any aspects of the 
matter except as to membership 
in B’nai B'rith, 

This “ultimatum” brought no 
immediate reaction but after the 
B'nai B'rith session, some of its 
members took bitter exception to 
what they termed “gag rule” 
and asked “by what right does a 
handful of people, six or seven 
at the most, attempt to dictate 
what can and can’t be discussed 
by a Jewish organization?” 

Thus one of the side effects of 
the “Montgomery incident” is 
that some of the B’nai Brrith 
leaders are at violent odds with 
the Community Council leaders. 

When it was decided to use the 
“Montgomery letter” at the B’nai 
B'rith session, Suchman took a 
copy to Rabbi Stillpass, a lodge 
member, for suggestions and ad- 
vice. Rabbi Stillpass made a few 
changes, among them deleting 
the name of a local firm for 
which “George Montgomery” 
was to “work” and toning down 
a reference to the “community- 
wide problem” posed by the pos- 
sibility of a Negro’s dwelling in 
their midst, as a member of 
B’nai_ Brith. This supposed 
“problem” was stated by “George 
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Montgomery” himself in the 
“letter.” Thus Rabbi Stillpass 
was aware of the “hoax” befor? 
the meeting. 

Leonard Olbum, president of 
Beth Zion Temple Congregation, 
said after the session that the 
hoax was ill-advised. 

“The discussion of a theoreti- 
cal problem in such a manner 
was in poor taste,” he declared. 

Samuel Rapoport, another 
Beth Zion Temple member, said 
the affair did more harm than 
good. W. Louis Coppersmith, 
Cambria County assistant dis- 
trict attorney, who is active in 
Rodef Sholom affairs, asserted 
he was “not too enthusiastic 
about the letter.” Jewish Com- 
munity Council President Shad- 
den said the whole “thing was a 
mistake from start to finish and 
that matters with such commu- 
nity-wide implications should 
always be cleared through the 
Community Council. 


EXTEND FARE

So declares the Israeli weekly 
“Ha’Olam Haze” which describes 
the picture as a commentary on 
race relations, involving a ro- 
mance between a white girl and 


a Negro boy against the back- 
ground of the students’ quarter 
in Paris, the Sorbonne, the quays 
of the Seine and the Latin Quar- 
ter. - 

The film was originally titled 
“I Am Black and She Is White” 
but this was changed by the Is- 
raeli censor who substituted “Liv- 
ing in Hope,” the idea being that 
the couple lived in hope that dis- 
crimination and intolerance 





would eventually be overcome. 





Kin of Corpse Fights Cops 
To Prevent Post-Mortem 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The re- 
latives of a deceased man in {s- 
rael breached regulations by rid- 
ing in a taxi on the Sabbath and 
scuffled with police in an effort 
to prevent a post-mortem on the 
dead man. 

Seven of the demonstrators 
were arrested charged with dis- 
turbing the peace. They were 
later released in bail. 

The body of Ovadia Chobshi, 90, 
who had been missing from his 
home in the Shearayim quarter 
of Rechovoth, for five days, was 
found in a citrus grove and taken 
to the Rechovoth police station. 

Police notified the family that 
the body would be sent to the 
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morgue in Abu-Kabir where a 
post-mortem would be performed, 

The relatives, who are Ortho- 
dox, piled into a cab, followed 
the body to Abu-Kabir and there 
staged a demonstration at the 
morgue which required extra po- 
lice to subdue. 

After a scuffle between the 
demonstrators and police, the 
latter tried to persuade the rela- 
tives to depart quietly. When 
they refused to do so, the offi- 
cers placed them under arrest.

Gifts to Purchase X-ray 
For Eilat Hospital Slow Up 


The drive to raise $6,500 to 
purchase modern x-ray equip- 
ment for the hospital at Eilat 
slowed down this week, but con- 
tinued to move forward as 26 
gifts totaling just under $200 
were received. 


FOR THE first time, the drive 
showed a contribution from a 
recognized Jewish leader — Mau- 
rice Sanditen of Tulsa, Okla. The 
$25 gift is unusual since most 
big givers have not participated 
jn POST and OPINION cam- 
paigns. ’ 

' Experience has shown The 
POST and OPINION that it is 
the comparatively little man who 
is stirred by its appeals such as 
the purchase of a fully-equiped 
ambulance for Israel’s Mogen 
David Adom. the purchase of 
equipment for an Israeli blood 
bank, and funds to bring an Is- 
raeli polio victim to the U. S. 
for special treatment. 


JOSEPH WOLFSON makes a 
point in his letter on this page. 
He computes the date by which, 
in view of the present rate of 
giving, the x-ray will be finally 
provided. His answer is a year 
and a half from now. 

Mr. Wolfson doesn’t recognize 
that as the drive moves nearer to 


its goal more and more people 
will be moved to participate. 

Meanwhile, readers should un- 
derstand that the gifts are tax 
deductable, and that all will be 
acknowledged in The POST and 
OPINION. 

It will soon be time for the re 
ligious and Sunday Schools of 
the U. S. to distribute their char- 
ity funds. It was these monies 
which made the drive for the 
ambulance so_ successful, as 
school after school joined in. 

Eilat is considered one of Is- 
rael’s most important cities to- 
day.

Is Tara’s Hall in Ireland 
Really Torah’s Hall, Begorra? 


LONDON (P-O) — Maybe the 
old Irish song “The Harp that 
Once Thru’ Tara’s Hall” should 
be re-written to read “The Harp 
that Once Thru’ Torah’s Hall” 
for Torah, the Hebrew word ‘or 
law, seems to be the root from 
which the legendary Irish name 
grew. 

If you doubt this, consider the 
theory advanced by Tara Joyce, 
a writer for the London Jewish 
Chronicle, who uncorks some his- 
torical facts to prove that the 
Phoenicians and remnants of the 
“Lost Terr Tribes” were the first 
Settlers in Ireland. 


In fact, according to Miss 
Joyce, Princess Taaraa, the 
daughter of Zédekiah, the last 
King of Judah, fled to Ireland at 
the time of the Babylonian inva- 
sion of Egypt about 580 B.C. Ire- 
land, at that time called Innis- 
fail (Island of Destiny), was well 
known to Egyptian and Phoeni- 
cian mariners. 


She brought with her the 
"Stone of Destiny” on which Ja- 
cob rested his head at Bethel 
when God’s promise was given 
to him. The stone formed the 
seat of Solomon’s throne in Jer- 
Usalem. In Ireland it was set up 
in Taaraa’s Hall and became the 
Coronation stone of the Irish 
Kings. In this hall the Irish Kings 
Wrote and dispensed Irish law 
Which was based on the Torah. 


Since 1298 this stone has been 
ensconced in the Coronation Chair 
On which every English ruler 
since Edward I has sat to re 
Ceive the British Crown. 


Some years ago, the public 
Press were full of an attempt by 
& band of Irishmen to swipe the 
Stone from Westminster Abbey 
and return it to Ireland whence 
it was to be conveyed to its origi- 
hal resting place in Jerusalem. 
The attempt failed. Later, a band 
Of Scotsman eongpired to swipe 





the stone. Their plot also fell on 
its fiasco. 

Miss Joyce points out that ten 
different Irish historians agree 
that a Hebrew teacher or prophet 
came to Ireland about 580 B.C. 
with a daughter of King Zede- 
kiah and other members of the 
Royal House of Judah, 

This Hebrew prophet is said 
to -have been none other than 
Jeremiah whose medallion was 
carved in stone on the High 
Court of Justice in Dublin but 
erased in a battle during the 1916 
rebellion, 

The prophet was known as the 
Ollamh (law-giver) and Brehon 
(Judge) and &dviser to the Kings 
of Ireland. King Heremon, Miss 
Joyce tells us, was then the Mon- 
arch at Tara whose young Jewish 
Queen was crowned on the “Stone 
of Destiny.” Jéremiah is said to 
have been her teacher and reli- 
gious instructor. He helped form- 
ulate the laws of Ireland which 
were based on the Ten Command- 
ments brought down by Moses 
from Mt. Sinai, 

“Among the Irish,” writes Miss 
Joyce, “there is a legend that the 
Hill of Tara was set up by Jere- 
miah and contains the lost Ark 
of the Covenant. Due to the rav- 
ages of war and invasion in Ire. 
land, the magnificent Halls of 
Tara are now complete ruins. 

“However, it is very strange 
that the high hill of Tara re 
mains intact. The legendary 
mound resembles an emerald- 
green dome. 

“Who knows, perhaps Jeremiah 
did build the famous mound at

' Mature Couple Opts For Judaism As Ideal Religion

Our people, when you stop to 
think about it, have taken an 
awful beating through the cen- 
turies, from those among whom 
they lived, made to feel like some 
jower form of life. And for what 
tenacity with a 
which they 
cling, through 
almost unen- 
durable hard- 
ships and or- 
deals, to the 
faith of their 
fathers, a y 
wholesome : 
faith, preach- Helen 
ing justice and self-discipline and 
charity. a 

Now, you will agree that I have 
not been one to hold back critic- 
ism of any of our weaknesses, 
if I felt they might be called 
for, but on the whole, it is also 
natural that, contributing to a 
paper for the Jewish people, I 
could be expected to stand up 
for them, loud and clear. 


IT IS IN THIS role that I 
would like to present the words 
of an unusual convert to Juda- 
ism. We sort of expect, when we 
hear of converts, that perhaps 
it was because they loved and 
wished to marry a Jewish per- 
son. And in a way, there ‘is little 
fault to be found with this; to 
come to a faith because of ad- 
miration for and devotion to a 
human being who belongs to that 
faith, But this time that isn’t 
the case. Here were a non-Jewisr 
husband and wife who together, 
after years of self questioning 
and searching, asked to be taken 
into our ranks. And that was 14 
years ago. Today he is president 
of the men’s club of his temple. 

Here is part of his story as told 
in the publication “Jewish In- 
formation,” which was reprinted 
from American Judaism:

Why am I a Jew? The question 
could be more easily answered 
by asking how I became a Jew. 

I have been a Jew for only 14 
years, yet they have been the 
most important years of my life. 

I am a Jew by choice, self- 
choice, without any attempt by 
any person to convert me to Ju- 
daism... 

My early childhood was spent 
in Louisiana, and I was given 
the religious training approved 
by the Methodist Episcopal South 
group, a group that had a rather 
rigid orthodox approach to reli- 
gion, bordering on fundamental- 
ism... 

As I grew up, small doubts 
kept raising their heads and I 
puzzled about life, religion and 
the hereafter. The religion I had 
been taught as a child, although 
having many sound ethical prin- 
ciples, was also burdened with 
inconsistent dogmatic practices 
The idea of the trinity, to which 
the church gave birth in the 
fourth century, was confusing to 
me, as it was to many of my 
friends, who professed ‘to. believe 
it without understanding it. Too 
much importance has been at- 
tached to the birth and death of 
Jesus and too little to the ethical 
principles, Jewish in character, 
that he allegedly preached. 

I felt that I must find a solu- 
tion for my needs. I felt as if I 
were a naked man, who had lost 
all of his clothes and must find 
new ones. I felt the truth was 
there, if only I would seek it. 

Then began a long study of 
comparative religion, I started 
with the basic belief that there 
was design and order to life ard 
that it was not a helter-skelter 
process. I believed there must be 
a God-force, but I could not ac- 
cept the polytheistic beliefs of 
the religion I had knowf as a 
child. 

The years passed and when I 





was in my early forties I de- 
cided to return to college, with 
the principal goal of gaining 
some personal insight that might 
enable me to solve some of the 
problems that were puzzling me. 

During the next three years I 
took every course in psychology, 
plus courses in sociology and 
philosophy. Gradually I shed 
many of my old values and be- 
gan to establish new ones. 

Starting with two premises, 
one the belief in a divine God, 
the other the belief in an un- 
mapped and unknown existence 
beyond this life, I began to ex- 
tend my studies in the field of 
religious philosophy. I worked 
my way through Hinduism, 
Brahmanism, Jainism, Buddhism, 
Shintoism, Zoroastrianism, Mo- 
hammedanism and Judaism. 

Of the lot Judaism interested 
me the most, so I began to study 
it to see what it stood for, what 
its principles were and what it 
meant to me. The more I read, 
the more I realized that my own 
personal ideas on religion were 
in complete accord with the ideas 
of Liberal Judaism. Suddenly I 
discovered that I was already a 
Jew in everything but label. 

It took twenty years of grop- 
ing and studying before I found 
what I had been seeking, but 
at last I knew that I had found 
my way out of the labyrinth of 
doubt. 

The high ethical principles of 
Judaism, the total absence of 
dogma, the emphasis on the in- 
dividual and his actions, the %e- 
lief that there is something be- 
yond this life, but for which no 
claims of condition are made, tre 
disbelief in Hell, all so closely 
paralleled my own thoughts and 
reasoning that I knew I ha‘ 
solved my puzzle... 

Religon was a reality and I 
was entranced with the majestic 
simplicity of Judaism, I experi- 


























enced an inward glow, a sense 
of spiritual enlightenment, a 
feeling that at last I had found 
a religion whose basic truths 
were logical and intelligible to 
me. It was a profound experi- 
ence to me, a magnificent feel- 
ing of spiritual peace, a firm 
conviction that here was an hon- 
est approach to metaphysical 
problems, 

After two years of discussion, 
my wife and I joined a temple. 

Since I have become a Jew I 
have found a spiritual peace I 
never knew before. I have lifted 
my ethical beliefs to a higher 
plane and am proud to be part 
of our Jewish ‘community... 

I am a Jew because I cannot 
accept the concept of “original 
sin,” I do not feel that I have to 
be “saved” from anything. I feel 
to be born is a glorious thing. All 
of us have so much to give to 
one another and to the world. 

I am a Jew because I believe 
there could be but one God, omni- 
potent, omniscient and omnipre- 





sent, one with whom I can com- 
mune without the aid or inter- 
cession of another mortal... 
The principles that were re- 
vealed through Moses 5,000 years 
ago are still valid as a way of 
life; principles that make Juda- 
ism a living religion; principles 
that teach respect, not only of 
God, but of the individual. 


I am a Jew because I am proud 
to be one of a people who, with 
little more than a book to hold 
them together, have survived for 
centuries in spite of the most in- 
human, cruel and sustained per- 
secution ever directed against 
any group. 

I am proud to be one of a 
group of people who have been 
literate for*centuries; a group 
that ‘has always stressed social 
equality and social culture, not 
torture, subjugation and forced 
illiteracy for the masses; a group 
that welcomed the sincere con- 
vert, not a people who burned 
the non-believer at an auto da-fe.

Moshe Lxndau Jurist Of Scrupulous Integrity

HAIFA Next to the defena- 
ant himself, the key personality 
in the Eichmann case will be the 
chairman of the panel of three 
judges. He is Moshe Landau, whe 
for the past eight years has been 
a member of 
Israel's Su- 
preme Court 
Knowing Jus: 
tice Landau as 
well as I do, i 
can safely say 
that no better 
choice cou'e 
have been 
made from the 
ranks of is- 
rael’s judiciary. 

Landau is a man of scrupulous 
integrity. His belief in- the sanc- 
tity of justice and in the objec- 
tive administration of law is al- 
most a religion with him. I have 
seen him more than once in pri- 
vate life overrule suggestions or 
proposals on the grounds that

there were technical flaws in 
them. He would bé no party to 
anything, no matter how inno- 
cent or well-meaning, which was 
not in strictest accord with estab- 
lished legal provision. 


In him the Eichmann trial has 
a judge who will be impervious 
to all emotional appeal, to preju- 
dice, or to any influence from 
public opinion. His legal educa- 
tion was obtained at the Uni- 
versity of London, where he got 
his law degree with honors in 
1933. His judicial outlook, then, 
is based on the traditional prin- 
ciples of British law and justice, 


HE WAS BORN in Danzig, but 
left for England several years 
before Hitler came to power. 
Thus he never had any personal 
experience with the Nazis, 
though it would probably be dif- 
ficult to find any Jew anywhere 
who did not have some members 
of his family who had suffered 
at their hands. At the same 
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JUDGE MOSHE LANDAU 


time, Justice Landau’s knowledge 
of German, as his original moth- 
er tongue, assures the defense 
that the judge will lose no single 
nuance of the case as presented 
by lawyer Servatius. Even the 
most perfect translation into He- 
brew is no substitute for the 
judge’s mastery of German. 

His father had long been Ppres- 
ident of the- Zionist Organization 
in Danzig, and it was almost a 
foregone conclusion that after 
young Landau received his law 
degree in 1933, he would go to 
Israel, where his parents at once 
joined him. He began the pri- 
vate practice of law as a junior 
member of the firm which in- 
cluded Dr. Pinchas Rosen, later 
to ‘be Minister of Justice. In 
1940, he was appointed a magi- 
strate at Haifa, in 1948, a Dis- 
trict Court Judge, and five years 
later he was named to the Is- 
raeli Supreme Court. 

Outside his judicial duties he 
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has for the past six years been , duced 
Chairman of the international 
Board of Governors of the Tech- 
nion, Israel Institute of Tech- 
nology, in which he takes a deep 
interest. His favorite recreation 
is music, and he is chairman of 
the Jerusalem Chamber Music 
Society. He has a wife and three 
young daughters. : 
JUSTICE LANDAU has writ- 
ten many decisions for the Su- 
preme Court, and those seeking 
a clue to his judicial attitude 
toward problems which are apt 


.to arise in the Eichmann trial 


are justified in seeking out his 
previous opinions. The decision 
which comes closest to what may 
well be a basic issue of the Eich- 
mann case was that which he 
wrote as President of the Su- 
preme Military Appeals Tribunal 
in the famous Kafr Kassim case. 

It will be recalled that a num- 
ber of Israel soldiers had shock- 
ingly killed 43 Arabs in the Is- 
rael village of Kafr Kassim on 
the eve of the outbreak of the 
Sinai war in 1956. The men went 
on trial and pleaded they had only 
been following orders issued to 
them from above. 

Sincesit is very possible that 
Eichmann may admit all the facts 
which will be painstakingly a4- 
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by the prosecution, but 
aeen on he was only a junior 
Officer earrying out orders from 
above, # would be illuminating 
to see how Justice Landau re. 
acted to that kind Of defense 
when it was offered before him 
by a group of Israeli soldiers. 


IN HIS judgement, which wag 
given in April, 1959, Landay 
stressed that a soldier must not 
ebey an order that was in ef 
fect unlawful. The obviously 
merciless order issued them 
should have roused the conscience 
of each and every one of the 
men, A soldier too must have a 
conscience, Justice Landau said, 
He was in effect re-Phrasing the 
words of the presiding judge at 
the first Military Tribunal. This 
judgement set an important pre 
cedent in Israel law.- 


Fight Israeli soldiers went to 
jail because their consciences did 
not respond to what should have 
been apparent to them as an un- 
lawful and merciless order. How 
will the judge respond to the 
same kind of defense by Eich- 
mann? 


Whatever the verdict may be, 
the world will know that a comp- 
etent, fair, eminently just man 
sits as Presiding Judge,

ler, 22, of Philadelphia, who be- 
came the bride of Herbert E. 
Fink on Saturday, March 11, 

As Tania’s mother, Mrs. Regina 
Wexler, 48, explained it, the nup- 
tials provided a wonderful reason 
for a reunion with her sisters, 
Mrs. Erna Moschkowitz, 61, now 
of Paris; Mrs. Hanni Erlich, 55, 
of London, and Mrs. Rose Luxen- 
berg, 58, of West Berlin. 

The reunion was achieved at 
International Airport here. A 
transatlantic flight brought Erna 





and Hanni to Philadelphia. An 
hour later Rosa stepped off an- 
other flight. 


They last saw each other in 


1933, when the sisters separated 
to escape the Hitler horror. 

Mrs. Erlich was the luckiest of 
the four. With her husband, she 
went to England. The others went 
into hiding on the continent and 
all spent time in Nazi concen- 
tration camps before the war was 
over, 

Mrs, Wexler said the four sis- 
ters corresponded with each other 
regularly as they established 
homes in the post-war period, but

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Jewish Groups Keep Off-stage 
In Vain Fight on Meriwether

(R.-N. Y.) and Wayne Morse (D.- 
Oregon) and others waged a 
vain battle to defeat the appoint- 
ment of Charles M. Meriwether 
as a director of the Import and 
Export Bank, a number of Jewi- 
ish groups watched the conflict 
“from the wings.” 

They kept to this “off-stage” 
position, they explained, because 
they did not want to embarrass 
the administration of President 
John F. Kennedy in which a num- 
ber of Jews hold. positions of 
distinction. ah ae 

Also, it was explained,. there 
was no need in antagonizing 
the President when. these..same 
Jewish organizations might have 
occasion in future to approach 
him on more important matters 


SEVERAL spokesmen for the 
Jewish groups admitted there haa 
been some “behind the scenes” 
efforts to torpedo the Meriwether 
appointment but observers com- 
mented that apparently the ef- 
forts were “so far behind the 
scenes” ‘they were neither seen 
nor heard to any appreciable’ ef- 
fect. 

The Senate approved the Meri- 
wether appointment by the over- 
whelming vote of 67 to 18, thus 
ending two days of embittered 
debate involving the character, 
competence and politics of the 
controversial nominee. 

Herman Edelsberg of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith, who seemed content to let 
Senator Javits tote the ball in. the 
fight against Meriwether, as- 
serted that “We think Senator 
Javits is carrying the fight very 
well,” 

Edelsberg said that he did not 
believe Meriwether was anti-Se- 
mitic. 

TAKING AN active and open 
part in the battle to blast the 
Meriwether appointment was the 
American Jewish Congress, Dr 
Joachim Prinz, national presi- 
dent of the AJC, sent an identi- 
cal letter to every member of the 
Senate, opposing the appointment 
of the admitted segregationist. 

Dr. Prinz’ letter pointed out 
that Meriwether admitted under 
questioning by the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee on March 2 that 
he had managed the Alabama 
gubernatorial campaign of John 
Patterson in 1958 even though 
Patterson accepted the open sup- 
Port of the Ku Klux Klan dur 
ing the campaign. 

»Dr. Prinz quoted Meriwether 
as saying that he “saw no rea- 
s0n why that support should 
not have been accepted.” 

DR. PRINZ’ letter continued: 
“Questionéd about the hostility 
of ‘the Klan toward ‘Negroes, 
Jews, Catholics and other groups, 
Meriwether professed an almost 
incredible lack of understanding 





of the Klan’s un-American ac. 
tivities. Meriwether also admitted 
that he frequently conferred in 
his office with the Grand Dragor 
of the Alabama Knights of the 
Klan, 

“On this record we firmly be- 
lieve that Meriwether should not 
be approved for a high federal 
office, particularly one requiring 
dealings with African nations.” 

While the battle was under way 
in the Senate, Wayne Morse as- 
serted that President Kennedy 
owed an apology “to every Jew 
in America” for having made 
the Meriwether appointment. 

“This nomination,” predicted 
Morse, “will rise to plague the 
President.” 


IT WAS WHILE being ques- 
tioned in the Senate by Javits, 
that Meriwether admitted he is 
a segregationist, opposed to the 
Supreme Court ruling ordering 
integration in the nation’s 
schools. 

Senator Kenneth Keating (R.- 
N..Y.), another opponent of the 
nomination, said he did not be- 
lieve Meriwether would have the 
confidence of African nations 
seeking loans from the Import 
Export Bank. 

Some Jewish leaders pointed 
out that Meriwether has a Jew- 
ish partner, Herbert Maulitz, in 
his drug business. But they ad- 
mitted difficulties in explainirg 
away his support of anti-Negro 
and anti-Semitic political candi- 
dates. : 


AMONG THOSE who spoke in 
defense of the appointee was 
Rabbi J. S. Gallinger of Temple 
B’nai Israel, Florence, Ala. Rao- 
bi Gallinger denied Meriwether 
is a “known anti-Semite” and 
said he is regarded in Alabama as 
“a true friend of Jewish individ- 
uals” and one who is “sympathe- 
tic to Jewish concerns,” 

“Mr. Meriwether,” wrote Rabbi 
Gallinger in a letter to The 
POST and OPINION, “never was 
campaign manager for the infa- 
mous (and anti-Semitic) Admiral 
John Crommelyn. It is true only 
that he took a minor part in 
Crommelyn’s first political cam- 
paign 11 years ago. Many other 
well-meaning people joined in 
that campaign which was pitched 
on the theme of fighting Com- 
munism, considered by many 
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good Americans as a life and 
death issue for Democracy ther 
as~now. , 

“At that time, Crommelyn had 
not yet embarked on his anti- 
Semitic binge. When the former 
admiral, having found no re. 
sponse with other campaign is- 
sues, in desperation seized upon 
the ‘Communist-Jewish’ combine 
canard in his next political race, 
Mr. Meriwether, together wito 
other decent and distinguished 
Alabamans, severed his connec- 
tions with Crommelyn in disgust 
and revulsion. 


“In basic fairness to a man 
who, by the way, has accom: 
plished an extremely successful 
re-organization of our state’s fi- 
nances, the impression left by

University, Rabbi Gilbert warned 
that a danger to us all is that 
success in religion by American 
understanding of success under- 
mines our deeply held Convictions 
of the significance of rebirth in 
faith. 

He then suggested that Jews 
and Catholics “look upon our dié- 
ferences, not as a threat to each 
other but as the very occasion 
for spiritual enrichment . . .” 

Rabbi Gilbert stressed the need 
for conversation between the two 
groups for the sake of the com- 
mon good. 


“There is much yet that we 
need to do of humbte and recon- 
ciling work,” he said.

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‘Bossism’ in 
Jewish Group 
Challenged 


PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — A 
member of a Jewish fraternal 
(landsmanshaften) organization 
is bringing the officers of his 
organization to court, charging 
them with anti-democratic pro- 
cedures in the administration of 
the fraternity, according to the 
Philadelphia Jewish Times. 

The plaintiff is Morris Rudman 
of 6228 Roosevelt Blvd. His suit, 
slated to come before Common 
Pleas Court No. 7, names the 
Smiller Beneficial Association, its 
president, David Barsky, and four 
other officers, as defendants. 

Rudman: alleges that the de- 
fendants manipulate the affairs 
of the fraternity “in the meanest 
dictatorial, undemocratic and Hit- 
lerian fashion.” 

Rudman states he was expelled 
from the organization “because 
of personal animosity” and 
charges that the expulsion was 
carried out in defiance of the 
association’s constitution and by- 
laws. He also contends the pres- 
ent administration suspended the 
regular annual elections which, 
according to the by-laws, should 
have been held last November. 

The feud started, according to 
the Philadelphia Jewish Times, at 
a general meeting on July 20, 
last, when Barsky announced that 
Rudman was expelled from mem- 
bership. Rudman charges the 
president denied Israel Lerner, 
another member, the right to 
speak on the question of Rud- 
man’s expulsion, 

Rudman asserts Lerner pre- 
sented written charges to Harry 
Beitchman, association secretary, 
at a meeting in August. The 
Plaintiff alleges that Barsky 
grabbed the envelope containing 
the charges and refused to read 
or consider them. 


He also allegedly fined Lerner 
twice — imposing a $5 fine each 
time — when Lerner tried to ex- 
plain to the membership that 
the charges involved Rudman’s 
allegations of improper expui- 


‘sion and resort to dictatorial 


methods in the conduct of the 
fraternity. ° 

In his complaint, Rudman de- 
clares that he has been a member 
of the organization since 1912 
and claims that he has paid all 
assessments and dues since _that 
time. Under the association’s 
constitution, Rudman asserts, he 
is entitled to any death and bur- 
ial benefits, disability benefits, 
distress benefits or any othei 
benefits which may be granted 
by the association. He claims a 
right to attend meetings, affairs, 
musical concerts, to participate 
in the association’s charitaole 
works and to share in its social 
programs and all other activ- 
ities,

While there are those who 

yearn for the “good old days” 
when there were family physi- 
cians who cared for most of our 
physical and mental ills, times 
have changed and whether you 
consider it progress or retrogres- 
sion, you have a pediatrician for 
your children’s maladies and an 
Internist for your own aches and 
pains. A similar picture of spe- 
cialization looms on the horizon 
for the American synagogue. 
’ The age of the specialist poses 
few problems for the large coun- 
gregation with vast financial re- 
sources. It does pose a serious 
problem for the smaller congre- 
gation for the specialists are not 
easy to find and therefore com- 
mand a good salary. The solu- 
tion for many of these smaller 
congregations has been to at- 
tempt to engage a man or wom- 
an for a dual post. Thus you will 
find such job titles as Cantor- 
Educator, Cantor-Youth Activities 
Director and even Cantor-Admin- 
istrator. 


THERE IS A dearth of up-to- 
date statistics to give us a clear 
picture of the situation. How- 
ever, in 1956 the National Asso- 
ciation of Temple Administra- 
tors undertook a national survey 
of religious services and cere- 
monies among the member-con- 
gregations of the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations (Re- 
form) and published it as Syna- 
gogue Research Survey No. 2.

responded to this survey, 182 did 
not have a Cantor, while 49 had 
a full-time and 67 had a part- 
time Cantor. In the analysis, Dr 
Max Feder noted that, “the ac- 
ceptance of the role of the can- 
tor in the temple (Reform) has 
grown.” Observation and reports 
indicate that with each passing 
year a greater interest is being 
manifested in the cantor but the 
trend for his serving in a dual 
capacity seems to be growing at 
an equal if not greater rate. 

In the 1956 survey, Dr. Feder 
noted that, “Where the cantor 
serves on a full-time basis, he 
combines this function with other 
duties during the week.” Among 
these other duties are teaching 
in the religious and Hebrew 
schools, serving as Educational 
Director or School Principal, con- 
ducting adult education courses 
and training the congregationai 
and youth choirs. Interestingly 
enough, in a survey made by the 
National Association of Temple 
Brotherhoods (Reform) about the 
same time, 64 per cent of the lay- 
men stated that they approved 
and would like a cantor to offici- 
atte at their services. 


THE TENDENCY for the can- 
tor to serve in a dual capacity 
evoked a protest from the Rev 
S. Philip..Kirshner, Cantor of 
Congregation Ahavath Shalom, 
Ft. Worth, Texas. He deplored 
the lack of reference to the role 
of the cantor in one article, say- 
ing, “You did make reference to 
a Director of Music, but I will 
not accept this as reference to 
the cantor, who also is a clergy- 
man of the synagogue, and a 
vital part of most shules today, 
where he functions as the She- 
liach Tsibbur or Emissary be- 
fore the Almighty in prayer, iti 
addition to other duties both pas- 
toral and educational. This is no 
way ties him to the functions of 
the Minister of Music in the 
Christian church, who usually is 
the organist and choir director 
and is not considered an actual 
minister of the congregation. 

“We of the Cantors Assembly 
of America, as well as the Re- 
form group, have labored and 
are still working diligently at 
raising the.status of the Ameri- 
can Hazzan, so that our brethren 
the world over will regard the 
Hazzan in -his rightful position 
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as a clergyman and minister of 
the synagogue. 

“I recently had the pleasure 
of speaking to a group of Baptist 
students from a School of Church 
Music, I explained to them how 
different the role of the cantor 
is to that of the Minister of Mu- 
sic in the Christian church, Thc 
cantor is an actual emissary be- 
fore the Almighty in prayer and 
pleads’ for the entire congrega- 
tion, whereas in the church, tne 
Minister of Music is usually the 
choir director and organist. Most 
cantors today are usually in- 
volved with visiting the sick and 
bereaved and in some cases, as 
I do, serve their communities as 
Mohalim. Many are also active 
in the educational departments 
of their respective shules, teach- 
ing Bar Mitzvahs and music in 
the religious and Sunday schools. 


“TOO MANY congregations to 
day employ and seek the dual 
combinations of cantor-teacher, 
cantor-youth director, cantor-ed- 
ucational director, etc. I and 
many of my colleagues can wel: 
see cantor teaching Bar and Bat 
Mitzvahs, music in the religious 
schools,. musical work with the 
sisterhoods and men’s clubs ard 
pastorial work with the sick and 
bereaved. We most certainly do 
not agree with the cantor’s teach- 
ing in the Hebrew school other 
than a specialized class pertain- 
ing to his field. 

“We feel that a cantor who 
does teach in the school immedi- 
ately lowers his position and is 
not regarded on the same level 
as he would be otherwise. We 
have found that most congrega- 
tions who seek the combination 
deals usually really want a teach- 
er, and figure that for a small 
difference in salary they can 
acquire the services of both. As 
a result, the man who accepts 
such a post becomes very un- 
happy in a short time, because 
he usually believes himself to 
be first and foremost a Hazzan.” 

Cantor Kirshner has outlined 
the basic problem very well. But. 
what is the role of the cantor 
in the contemporary synagogue? 
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Once we have a more accurate 
picture of the present we may be 
able to shed some light on the 
path ahead. The professional or- 
ganizations of the Cantorate 
should get busy and gather some 
statistics on how many are em- 
Ployed by American synagogues 
and how many hold dual jobs, 
They must‘'‘concern themselves 
with defining the relationship of 
the cantor to the rabbi, the syna- 
gogue board; the religious school 
and the’ professional educator, 
The American synagogue is a 
dynamic one (be it Reform, Con- 
servative or Orthodox) but tra- 
dition has strong and mighty 
roots in Jewish life. The Ameri- 
can Jewish scene also seems to 
demonstrate that tradition and 
change are not mutually incom- 
patible. : 
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‘Apathy’ of Jews Is Assailed 
In Closing of Play ‘The Wall’ 


(See Editorial This Issue) 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
apathy of Jews and others 
toward the grim dramatic pre- 
gentation of John Hersey’s fa- 
mous best-selling novel “The 
wall,” produced at the Billy Rose 
Theater, has finally brought 
about an early closing of the 
lay 
Wine failure of those most di- 
rectly concerned in the drama. 
to support it—namely the Jewish 
people—has evoked sharp criti- 
cism from Rabbis, Jewish lead- 
ers and others, who felt that the 
play’s strong spiritual message 
should have induced sufficient re- 
sponse among Jews to have 
assured the drama’s success, 
Rabbi Harry Essrig of Temple 
Emanuel, Grand Rapids, Mich., 
writing in the American Jewisn 
Congress magazine “Bi-Weekly,” 
labels the play’s failure “A Jew- 
ish failure, an act of treason 


' against memories that must not 


be allowed to die.” 

RABBI ESSRIG attacks the 
viewpoint that Jews, still suffer- 
ing from the memories and ex- 
periences of the Hitler terror, 
ought not to be confronted with 
a recapitulation of those horrors 
in the theater. 

“Our honor as a_ people,” 
writes Rabbi Essrig, “is at stake 
If we do not identify with these 
six million dead, we compound 
our guilt. And we need more 
penetrating analyses of the psy- 
chology of the German people 
who perpetrated these crimes. 
There has been too much white- 
washing, too much eagerness to 
forgive and forget, too much 
haste to erase the impact of the 
trauma and to make believe it 
was some strange nightmare on 
a distant planet. 

“It is selfishness of the lowest 
order that compels us to plug 
our ears so that the wail of one 
million children butchered fur 
the mere crime of being Jewish 
does not rob us of one night of 
restful sleep.”

Dick Weaver, press spokesman 
for Producer Kermit Bloomgar- 
ten, who brought the play—writ- 
ten by Millard Lampell — to 
Broadway, said that Bloomgar- 
ten lost $150,000 on the pro- 
duction, 

Weaver said that New York 
theater-going Jewish audiences 
showed very little interest in the 
play. The Jewish organizations 
that run theater parties by the 
hundreds, often spelling out the 
life or death of Broadway plays, 
avoided “The Wall” like a 
plague, said Weaver. 


THERE WERE only two full 
theater parties by Jewish or- 
ganizations, he declared, with 
about six groups taking blocks 
of tickets covering part of the 
theater. He added that strenuous 
efforts to induce greater interest 
in the Play on the part of Jews, 
failed dismally. The producer ar- 
ranged for 200 Rabbis to see the 
drama and while some tried to 
help, this effort too proved a 
failure. 

Weaver declared, however, that 
the United Synagogue Youth 
saw the educational value of the 
drama and their director, Rabbi 
Alan Rutchik, arranged for over 
2,000 USY boys and girls to see 
the play at special student rates. 

Weaver explained that when 
the lease on the Billy Rose Thea- 
tre ran out, there was no point ir: 
seeking another theatre and the 
production was dropped. 


THE ONE bright note in the 
situation was struck in a revela- 
tion made by. Millard Lampell, 
the play’s author, who said a 
new producer was taking over 
the production for fall and winter 
presentation on the road. 

The tour, beginning Sept. 15, 
will take “The Wall” to Boston, 
Detroit, Toronto, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and mary 
other cities. If smaller cities and 
towns indicate an interest in the 
Play, it will be taken there on a 
bus-and-truck tour, Lampell said. 

The road version of the play, 
Lampell explained, will have a 
much simpler set than the Broad- 
way production. The author 
added that presentation of “The 





Wall” in England and Israel is 
also in prospect. 

Lampell and Bowdin will short- 
ly contact national Jewish or- 
ganizations and request of them 
to stimulate interest in the drama 
among their respective branches 
and affiliates and urge them to 
take initiative in bringing “The 
Wali” to their cities. 

The author and producer alsc 
plan to reach hundreds of Jew- 
ish organizations in smaller com- 
munities, urging them to “talk 
up’ the play with the objective 
of creating sufficient interest 
in “The Wall” to warrant its 
showing in areas not now sched- 
uled in the tour, 

Lampell explained that the play 
will be so simply mounted on its 
road tour that it can be shown 
in school auditoriums, movie 
houses or other halls and audi- 
toriums. 

THE ISRAEL production was 
originally scheduled to open in 
the spring but since contracts 
forbid presentation of the drama 
in the Jewish homeland during 
the Eichmann trial, the opening 
has been set back until fall. Yid- 
dish and Polish versions of the 
play will open in Munich, Berlin 
and Warsaw. 

Lampell felt that the Broad- 
way production was directed in 
too heavy a fashion and lost 
much of the simple humar 
warmth that marked the novel 
and which the dramatist tried to 
impart to the stage version. The 
warmth and resiliency of the 
Jews who lived under the dire 
conditions of the Warsaw Ghetto 
struck a universal note of hope 
and survival that was- supposed 
to be the true message of the 
Play, he said. 

If the Billy Rose production 
had struck the right note, Lam- 
pell felt, the Jewish people, 
whose family ties are so strong. 
would have responded more fully 
and effectively. 

THE DRAMATIST expressed 
confidence that the new produc- 
tion by Charles Bowdin would 
nat make the same mistake as the 
Broadway production. The play 
was published in book form last 
week by Knopf. Lampell felt that 
as the public reads the drama 
it will come to understand ard 
appreciate more fully the individ- 
uality of the people whose dy- 
namic will to live and Passionate 
strength for survival, surmounted 
the horrors and brutalities of the 
Warsaw Ghetto. 

In addition to the road presen- 
tation of “The Wall,” Charles 
Bowdin is also scheduled to pro- 
duce Tennessee Williams’ play 
“Night of the Iguana” next fall

Aliyah seems to be becoming popular all of a sudden 
now that President Kennedy is setting up his peace corps. 


WHAT ZIONISTS and other Jewish leaders do not 
recognize is that by jumping on the bandwagon of aliyah 
now they have betrayed themselves, and torn away the 
last shred of claim to leadership. + 

In the case of the non-Zionists they have committed 
what is the cardinal sin of American Jewry. It is com- 
monly known as “What will the non-Jews say?” 

ALMOST EVERYTHING in American Jewish life that 
is foreign to Judaism has crept in because of this rule that 
judged what is good and bad for Jewish life in the U.S. 
on the fallacious criteria of what the reaction of the non- 
Jews would be. This is second class citizenship, nothing 
more and nothing less. 

On the Zionists, the blame is even greater. 

Their failure is not to have understood what Zionism 
really is. They did not recognize that even so important 
a plank in the Zionist program as Israel itself was only 
a side issue to Herzl’s real aim. 

HERZL SOUGHT. TO rehabilitate the Jewish people. 
Anyone who reads Herzl’s diaries cannot escape the recog- 
nition that what brought Herzl to the realization that the 
Jews must reestablish themselves on the land was his prin- 
ciple thesis of emancipation of the Jewish people. 

The reaction of the Zionists—now that they are climb- 
ing on the bandwagon—showed that the establishment of 
Israel had not solved the problem of the inferior status 
accepted by Jews, yes even in America. For had the Jew- 
ish people truly been emancipated and lived with dignity 
and self respect, they would never have needed the ap- 
proval of the peace corps idea to have fostered aliya. 

NEITHER ROSE HALPRIN nor Nahum Goldmann 
~nor any of the presidents of our Zionist organizations in 
recent years, not to mention our non-Zionist leaders, un- 
derstood that they were less American for having shied 
away from promoting a movement of personal help to 
Israel through aliyah. 

The POST and OPINION has been saying for 15 to 
20 years that Americans would applaud not challenge an 
aliyah movement. This pioneering is bred into the Amer- 
ican culture, and it is the idea of pioneering which has 
captured the imagination of Americans so that Israel’s 
future is of more concern to many non-Jews in America 
than it is to a large number of Jews who are still afraid 
of their shadow. 


KEEP ‘THE WALL’ ALIVE!

The attitude of the producers of the stage play, “The 
Wall,” which closed last week after a short Broadway run 
is commendable. : 

They have taken their beating, and they assess the 
blame—on the failure of the Jews to support the show— 
and they move on to salvage what they can from this 
stirring depiction of an event that probably will go down 
in Jewish history—the Warsaw Ghetto uprising. The play 
is taken from the famous novel of the same name by John 
Hersey. 

The U.S. Jewish community will have to learn, just 
as the community at large had to learn, that something 
of great cultural value must be supported whether or not 
the masses recognize the cultural value. 

Meanwhile the producers of the show have revised 
it for a national tour. 


This is like a second chance at life, and now with 


#@ ample warning, we hope that the Jews outside of New 


York will not make the same mistake as made by the 
Jews of New York. 

That the play is stark, stirring drama which evokes 
strong emotions has been testified to by those who saw it. 
This play deserves the widest audience, and we hope that 
Jewish organizations from all parts of the country will 
respond by assuring that the play visits their community. 
The first step is to write to Charles Bowdin, the producer 
of the play, 137 W. 48th St., New York 36. 
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Our request for a reprint of an old edi- 
torial showing that giving had honorably re- 
placed scholarship as the criterion for nobility 
in Jewish life brought responses, but not the 
editorial. Barney Alexander of Trenton, in- 
cidentally as fine a person in Jewish life as 
you can find anywhere, sent me a faded page 
from the Newark Jewish News of Sept. 15, 
1950, showing an article by Isidore Sobeloff 
on alibis for not giving. 

Then Bill Avrunin sent me the same piece, 
which he said had brough so many requests 
for copies, that the Jewish Welfare Federa- 
tion of Detroit, which Sobeloff heads, has been 
forced to reprint it year after year. 

Although this is not the piece we were 
looking for, it certainly is a gem, and since 
we're in the midst of most local annual cam- 
paigns, is so timely that we're reprinting it 
in full below: 

MEET THE MINORITY 
By Isidore Sobeloff 

Of all the adults who belong to the or- 
ganized Jewish communities of America 
through their annual payment of voluntary 
dues in the form of contributions to their 
local welf.re funds, the vast majority give 
willingly, pay promptly and have a genune 
interest in the services and causes in which 
we are all united. . 

When the annual record of community 
performance is written, these typical citizens 
glory in the achievements of the year. They 
do not ignore the difficulties in Israel, in Eu- 
rope, or here at home, but they are proud 
of what has been done. They feel a part of 
it—they are a vital part of it. 

Ordinarily, reviews of the year deal with 
those who are good workers, good givers, good 
members of the community. A roll of honor 
obviously does not include those whose con- 
duct is based on misconceptions or on special 
reactions. For once, even though they are a 
small minority, let us take a look at these 
special people. The way they talk, they would 
have us believe they speak for vast numbers. 
You will recognize this composite person; no 
one person has all of his faults, but there’s 
someone you know among them. 

If he reminds you of someone you know, 
remember that for one like him there are 98 
out of every hundred who are like you. Here 
he is, Mr. Composite Minority: 

1. If he can show you someone of com- 
parable wealth who gives less than he does 
to the community campaign, he’ll point him 
out quickly. But if you'll offer to show him 
someone who gives more than he does, he’ll 
remind you that it’s impolite to point and that 
he doesn’t believe in comparisons. 

2. In a year when his gift is low, he’s 
against publishing contributions “on principle.” 
In a year when he gives more, he says, “Sure, 
you may publish my name, why not?” 

3. If a national organization makes a de- 
cision for him, that’s discipline. If a decision 
is made locally, that’s highhanded. 

4. He wants no special favors, but unless 
his firm gets the business he won’t give. 

5. If he gets angry, it’s righteous indig- 
nation; if the other fellow gets angry, he’s 
a sorehead. 

6. If his side wins, that’s the triumph of 
justice; if the’ other side outvotes him, then 
a clique controls everything. 

7. If he’s nominated for office, that’s 
democratic, but if he’s elected, he doesn’t at- 
tend. 

8. If he reads the out-of-town Yiddish 
press, he gets his ideas of what the local com- 
munity is like from writers who have never 
been to his community and who wouldn’t 
recognize a local Jewish community if they 
stumbled across it in broad daylight. 

9. He knows a lot of things that aren’t 
so. He “knows” that all the Federation or 
Jewish Community Council board members 
are against Yiddish, against Zionism, against 
culture, against education. He knews all this, 
because he reads a paper printed in New York, 
but he hasn’t gone around the corner to see 
for himself, 

10. When he has had a “bad” year, he 
can’t give much because he says he didn’t 
make it;~when he has had a good year he 
doesn’t know if it will keep up, so he can’t 
give anyway. 

11, Nobody has to ask him to give—that 
is nobody has to ask him only once. 

12. He gives to everything—five dollars 
to a Meshuloch and five dollars to the whole 
welfare fund—everything is worthy. 


13. He gets too much mail, but if he would 
never hear from the campaign, the campaign 
would never hear from him, because “nobody 
asked me.” ‘ 

14. Every year somebody insults him— 
nobody can count his money, not the way 
he holds on to it. 

15. He’s not like other people; when he 
pledges he pays. It surprises him that 95 per 
cent of all pledges are collected. He really 
thinks that honoring a pledge makes him dif- 
ferent. 

16. If, once in his life-time, he should 
pledge more than the tax-deductible 20 per 
cent, he must level off the next year, because 
it doesn’t occur to him that he can give money 
that isn’t partly tax savings. (How money was 
pledges before 1913, when the income tax law 
became effective, he doesn’t bother to check.) 

17. If he’s asked to give to a building fund, 
he says he’ll give when you break ground, 
not caring that if everybody took that posi- 
tion no plans could proceed and no structure 
could ever get started. 

19. If everybody goes along with him, 
that’s unity; if he doesn’t go along with 
others, the rights of the minority must not 
be stampeded. 

20. If things are going his way, he de- 
mands a vote; if it looks bad, he calls for a 
quorum. 

21. When he wants to be on a board, he 
notes that the same old faces are running 
everything and there ought to be rotation in 
office. If his term expires and rotation is 
employed, then he’s the victim of ingratitude. 

24. He doesn’t give well now because he 
gave years ago before the new big givers 
came on the scene. That a new giver might 
give more in one year than he gave in 20 is 
interesting, but not persuasive. 

25. He says that no matter how much he 
would give it might not be enough—but on 
his level he makes sure that it won’t be. 

26. If he gives more this year, they may 
expect him to do as much next year, so he 
gives in neither year. 

27. He takes more time than he needs to 
pay his pledge because he’s sure they’ll be 
able to use the money later, too, 

29. He says that he represents an organiz- 
ation, but the organization may long since 
have forgotten that he represents it—or, quite 
possibly, the organization no longer exists, 
but he still “represents.” 

30. He pleads for the pood people in the 
tents of Israel, but he’s against “mere phil- 
anthropy.” : 

31. He'll collect food or clothing in his 
old little drive, but he’s against “charity.” 
That the community campaign does these same 
things a hundred times more effectively and 
a thousand times more often he doesn’t take 
time to find out, 

34. He believes that to build up Israel he 
must attack the local agencies. Or his counter- 
part believes equally wrongly that to build 
up our domestic services he must be against 
the causes overseas. 

35. He will talk about the orphan asylums 
that were built when funds were needed so 
badly abroad. When you ask him: “Where are 
these orphanages?” he looks at you as if 
you’re tricking him out of a great truth that 
must be so, because he read it “somewhere.” 

39. He is greatly concerned about our re- 
lations with the general community, but the 
Torch Drive, the Red Cross or similar drives 
in which Jewish agencies may not be fully 
included are not for him. 

40. His wife can have “whatever she 
wants,” clothes, car, comforts, spending money, 
everything; but he doesn’t believe in separate 
giving by women to the campaign, 

And so it goes. I could discuss other at- 
titudes that we meet from time to time. There 
are as many reasons for not working and 
not giving as human imagination and rational- 
ization are rich. 

Fortunately, these 40 reasons and more are 
used by a very small portion of our giving 
public. Even if we were to multiply the 40 
reasons and assign 40 persons to each reason 
we would arrive at only a small percentage 
of all givers. 

At this time of the year it is good to hold 
up some of the “alibis” for what they really 
are and to congratulate ourselves on a good 
community, in which the “difficult” person 
is the exceptional person—and the typical per- 
son, the majority, is true to the causes for 
which we stand.

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BG And Goldmann Plans Win Out Via Back Door 


JERUSALEM (P-0) — An old 
Jewish adage proclaims: “That 
which intelligence can’t achieve 
will be achieved by time.” 

So it seems to be with political 
developments in Israel. Ben Gur- 
ion has been trying to cut down 
the number of political parties 
in Israel for years. 

Nahum Goldmann has been try 
ing to merge the General Zion- 
ists and the Progressive Party 
in Israel for a like period of 
time. 

NOW IT SEEMS as if the fa- 
mous Lavon Affair — and its 
aftermath — have brought about 
this very eventuality. 

On the other hand, an eleventh 
hour proposal (that could ob- 
tain a BG nod) to avoid elections 
by forming a new coalition 
headed by Finance Minister Levi 
Eshkol for three months, after 
which period Ben Gurion. would 
return as Premier, has been made 
by some leaders of the Nationa! 
Religious Party, according to the 
Jerusalem Post. 

The likelihood of a new politi- 
eal party — the Liberal Party — 
born of a merger of the General 
Zionists and the Progressive 
Party — is all but a reality to- 
day. 

Although there has been no 
formal signing of the papers, the 
formation of the new party, ac- 
eording to general belief, is all 
but completed and will certainly 
be a “fait accompli” by the time 
the forthcoming elections roll 
around. 

IN AN interview with the cor- 
respondent of the Tel Aviv daily 
“Davar,” Mr. P. Bernstein, chair- 
man of the General Zionists, said 
it is hoped that the foundation 
conference of the new party will 
take place within three weeks. 

Members of the General Zion- 
ists and the Progressive Party 
seem to be in general agreement 
that Pinhas Rosen, a member of 


the Progressive Party, should 
head the projected Liberal Party s 
list of candidates at the forth- 
coming elections. 

Observers point out that this 
seems a strange choice since the 
General Zionists will be the larg 
er group in the merger, These 
observers recall that Nahum 
Goldmann has been mentioned 
to head the new party's candi- 
date list and they add that cer 
tain elements are now trying to 
draft him for that position, 

GOLDMANN, questioned on 
this point by the National Jewish 
Post, refused to comment. It 
was pointed out that some years 
ago when Goldmann was trying 
to effect the General Zionists- 


Progressive Party merger, he 
seemed conducive to accepting 
the top post in the candidate list 
if the merger had been effected 
at that time. 

Observers pointed out that 
Goldmann is building a house 
now in Israel and obviously plans 
to make his residence in the 
Jewish State and therefore might 
be open to a bid to accept the 
top spot on the list of candidates 
ef the Liberal Party-to-be. 

Meanwhile, the Mapam and 
Achudut Avodah will no doubt 
eombine lists and make a bid for 
@ny fall-aways from the Mapai 
ef which there may be plenty. 

THE MOVEMENT to set up 
fhe new party, according to 
Lawrence Fellows, New York 
Times correspondent, is rooted 
fim the wide disapproval felt in 
Zsrael over the manner in which 
Ben Gurion, who resigned as 
Premier and toppled the Israeli 
Government, Jan 31, used the 
power of his high office to ef- 
fect the political liquidation of 


Pinhas Lavon who has been 
ousted from his post as secre- 
tary general of Histadrut, Israel's 
powerful labor federation. 

Ben Gurion and the other mem- 
bers of tte old government are 
now functioning as a caretaker 
regime pending the forthcoming 
elections. Three of the parties in 
the broad coalition that collapsed 
after Ben Gurion’s resignation, 
are willing to form a govern- 
ment under the leadership of the 
Mapai with former Premier Mo 
she Sharett or Finance Minister 
Levi Eshkol as Premier. They 
have refused however to join a 
government under Ben Gurion. 

Mapai, which still retains Ben 
Gurion as party leader, said that 
if it proves impossible to form 
a new government under Ben 
Gurion, Parliament will be dis- 
solved and new elections will be 
held, probably in August. The 
Mapai has named Aharon Beck- 
er, Lavon’s second in command 
in the Histadrut, to succeed him 
as secretary general. 

JOSEPH SERLIN, a leader of 
the General Zionist Party in Is- 
rael, and a member of the Knes- 
set, declares in an article in 
“Zins Weekly News Bulletin” 
that a union of all liberal forces 
in Israel is the only solution of 





the present government crisis 
and the basie problem of Israel's 
internal situation where there is 
no alternative political force capa- 
ble of taking over responsibility 
for governing the country in 
case of a Mapai defeat in the 
general election. 

The executive of the General 
Zionists voted for a new Liberai 
Party with 30 “ayes” and three 
abstentions, according to the Is- 
raeli daily “Haaretz.” The reso- 
lution was approved on the basis 
of the proposals of the Commit- 
tee of Five which includes P. 
Bernstein, Ch. Levanon, J. Sapir, 
Dr. Rimalt and E. Echilov. 


MAPAI MAY be in some trou- 
ble when the late summer elec- 
tions are held—Aug. 29 seems 
to be a likely date—if present 
rumblings gather into a ground- 
swell. Although it isn’t likely 
that the ousted Lavon will put 
up a separate list, as some ele- 
ments hope, since this would be 
the hardest blow to Mapai, there 
are groups within Mapai that are 
still carrying -the torch for a 
Mapai reversal on the whole 
Lavon affair. 

About 150 younger members 
of Mapai met in Tel Aviv during 
the week to call on the party 





secretariat to prevent the hotd- 
ing of elections under prevailing 
conditions, according to the Jeru- 
salem Post. Dan Horowitz, eor- 
respondent for .the Israeli daily 
“Davar” and son of the Gover- 
nor of the Bank of Israel, de- 
clared that Ben Gurion had done 
much harm to the party by his 
actions. The meeting was opened 
by Zvi Kesse, chairman of the 
Shuvalim Regional Council, son 
of Yona Kesse, M.K., a former 
Mapai secretary general and close 
associate of Lavon. 

Some of the speakers said they 
would not vote for the Mapai at 
the coming elections. Others said 
they had already left the party. 


BEN GURION had demanded 
that Lavon’s name be excluded 
from the list of Mapai candi- 
dates. Instead “of waiiing to be 
excluded however, Lavon an- 
nounced that he had refused to 
allow his name to be placed on 
the list. Announcing this, he 
served notice that any attack on 
him would be answered “with 
all available means.” 

His declaration that he would 
not run on the Mapai ticket, 
aroused hopes in the headquar- 
ters of the other parties that 
there would now be a separate 





“Lavon list,” strong enough t 
split Mapai and weaken its elee 
tion chances. . 


Lavon gave no indication that 
he was amenable to such ah idea, 
according to the Jewish Obserw 
er and Middle East Review, but 
a first move in -this directiog 
came from a group of his most 
ardent supporters headed by 
Professor Rottenstrech, his lead 
ing advocate among the intellees 
tuals. At a meeting. in Rottep 
strech’s home, # was decided to 
embark on a campaign to have 
the Mapai decision ousting Lavog 
from the Histadrut leadershig 
reversed and instead to dismisa 
Ben Gurion.

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The Privateer Who Helped Feed Washington’s Army 


The British Army surrendered at York- 
town, but it may have been on the high 
seas where they really lost the war. 

Revolutionary privateers took more 
than 700 British vessels during the war 
and inflicted a loss of ships and cargoes 
worth $18,000,000! One of the most dar- 
ing and effective of these Colonial priva- 
teers was Captain Isaac Moses.

York, Isaac Moses had been a prosperous 
ship owner and merchant. But he gave 
his business and his warehouses up and, 
with other patriots such as Samuel Judah, | 
Haym Salomon, and Gershon Mendes 
Seixas, escaped to Philadelphia and joined 
the Pennsylvania militia at the age of 


thirty-nine.

ture and true knowledge,’’ persuaded him 
to enter into privateering in order to 
provide the captured war material and 
food. for Washington’s beleaguered army. 

Captain Isaac Moses was more than 
successful. His fast vessels soon became 
the scourge of British shipping. Thou- 
sands of tons of foodstuffs, guns and 
ammunition, destined for the British 
troops in North America, were diverted 
to the benefit of the Continental Army.
